‘Lhe idea, so Popysand Hvelyn 
tell.us, was taken from the Dutch, and in thi 
diaries of both thoro aro qnaint and ogcasional 
references tothe pastime. From theso wo gathor 
that tho sportivo King Charlesavns well saristiad 
with the results of his first Fico, sailed in-1662, 
in tho yacht Mary, a boat/provaated to him by 
the Dutch East India Company, for Pepys 
writes: “ By wator to Woolwich, On my way 
saw the yacht lutoly built with tho. help of 
Commissioner Pett, Set ont from Greaawich 
with the little Dutch bogan to try for the 
mastery, aad before they ot to Woolwich the 
Dutch beat them half a milo; and I hear this 
afternoon on coming home, it got dofore 
three niiles, which all our people ars glad of. 
Tho King,” he says, “hath boun to avo the yacht 
which Commissioner Pott is building, whieh 
will be very pretty; and alse that his brothor at 
Woolwich is making.” And atu later date he 
enters in bis book, ‘Mr, Grant showed wo Jettsrs 
of Sir. William Potty’s, in which he says that 
his yossol, which ho built upon twolsoels—v model 
whereof has been built for the King—bath this 
day (July.31, 1603) won a wager of £50 in 
sailing betwean Dublin and Holyhead with tho 
pnequotte boat, the best boat tho King hath 
there. 

“Tn. their going back from Molyhond they
